ORDERS 

It  is  always  an  advantage  to  have  your  orders 
placed  early.  The  spring  planting  season,  at  best  is 
too  short  for  the  amount  of  garden  work  we  wish  to 
do  and  if  your  planting  material  is  ordered  in  advance 
so  as  to  be  on  hand  early  it  will  help  us  both.  Iris  may 
be  planted  in  April  but  it  is  considered  better  to  start 
planting  them  soon  after  they  have  finished  blooming. 
July  and  August  being  the  best  months.  Phlox  and 
many  other  perennials  may  be  planted  in  the  spring  to 
the  best  advantage.

Please  send  remittance  with  order,  which  may  be 
made  by  personal  check,  postoffice  or  express  money 
order,  or  bank  draft.  It  is  "unsafe  to  send  -currency 
through  the  mails  even  in  registered  letters.  \

There  is  something  appealing  about  the  Iris,  com- 
ing as  it  does  into  its  full  glory  about  the  middle  of 
May  when  the  lilacs  are  about  past  their  best.  They 
give  color,  beauty  and  fragrance  to  the  garden  during 
the  period  between  the  blooming  of  the  tulips  and  the 
grandest  display  of  the  season,  the  blooming  of  the 
peonies. 

The  Iris  is  hardy  and  reliable  and  the  modern 
lists  embrace  so  many  beautiful  improvements  over 
the  older  and  more  common  varieties  it  behooves  every 
lover  of  flowers  to  investigate  them  and  by  all  means 
have  as  many  as  space  and  means  will  permit.

PERENNIAL  PHLOX 

The  perennial  phlox  fill  a need  for  bloom  in  the 
garden  during  the  trying  period  from  about  the  middle 
of  July  to  October.  They  thrive  in  open  sunlight  in 
any  good  garden  soil,  are  perfectly  hardy  and  give  a 
wealth  of  color  and  beauty  to  the  garden  through  the 
late  summer  months. 

Mildew,  which  sometimes  appears  on  the  lower 
leaves  may  be  overcome  by  spraying  with  Bordeaux 
mixture  or  by  dusting  with  powdered  sulphur. 

Phlox  may  be  planted  either  during  the  early 
spring  or  early  fall.  (About  September).  If  planted  in 
the  fall  a mulch  of  leaves  during  the  first  winter  will 
be  beneficial.
